□ T he Missouri J^acific was badly 
knocked out to-day by reason of the 
heavy rains that fell last night and 
early this morning, and things pre­ 


sented an exceedingly lively appear­ 
ance at the union dejiot all of the 
forenoon. 


East-bound passenger train No. 
4, due here at 11:55 
o ’clock last 
night, did not arrive until 4 o’clock 
this morning, and this, 
too, after 
Conductor McClure, tlie train crew 
and passengers had undergone an 
exciting experience two and onc- 
half miles east of Warrensburg. 
A WATER SPOU r. 
While it rained scarcely any 111 
Sedalia during the night, 
it came 
down in torrents west of here, 
and 
especially so in the vicinity of War­ 
rensburg, 
where 
a 
water 
spout 
deluged the earth between 
10 and 
11 o ’clock. 
T he 
whole 
country 
was flooded two miles east of the 
town, and Bear creek was a raging 
river. 
Train No. 4 reached Warrensburg 
twenty 
minutes 
late, 
and 
then 
pulled out for Sedalia. 
Two miles 
east of the Quarry City 
the tracks 
were covered with 
water, 
which 
necessitated slow running, 
and it 
wasjwell that such was the case. 
One half 
mile 
further east the 
rails were found to be out of line, 
and an instant later a mail car was 
lurched off of its trucks. 
The train 
was promptly stopped and the train 
crew set to work to right things, 
bu' :n the meantime the water kept 
riim g until the roadbed was wash­ 
ed from beneath the two Pullman 
sleepers 
on the rear of the 
train. 
T h e 
cars 
sank 
down in the mud 
and water even with their bottoms, 
and it was realized that it would re­ 
quire several liours’ lime to Iniild 
up the roadbed so that the jonruey 
could be resumed wiili ilic :slee[ ) ers

The passengers in the 
Pullmans 
were 
transferred 
to 
th.e 
forward 
part 
of 
the 
train, 
and 
about 3 
o ’clock the engine and seven cars 
started for Sedalia, 
leaving tlie two 
empty 
Pullmans in the mud 
and 
water. 
The train arrived here at 4 o ’clock, 
and 
twenty-five minutes later 
re­ 
sumed 
its 
journey 
to St 
Louis. 
Conductor M cClure was wet to the 
skin as the result of Ids experience, 
and stated that he had never before 
seen so much damage wrought by wa­ 
ter in so short a sjiace of time. 
TRACK WASIIKl) C) U !'. 
About fifteen 
hundred 
feet 
of 
track was washed out, and the fields 
on either side were covered with 
water. 
Shocks of wheat were car­ 
ried 
away 
on 
many 
fields, 
and 
huge logs swept down the stream 
like matches. 
The wrecking train left here a 
few 
minutes 
after 
4 o ’clock, 
in 
charge 
of 
Superintendent 
Mead 
Stilvvell, and on arriving there he 
wired back that it would require 
several hours’ time to repair the 
break, as it was still raining, and it 
would be impossible to build a new 
track until the rain ceased.

The gimlet knife is a weapon so 
d^iftgerous that its maimfaeture is for­ 
bidden by law. 
This is one of the 
smallest fighting knives used by any 
people of the earth and one of the 
most deadly. 
In length this knife is 
hardly longer than a long gimlet, so 
that it can readily be concealed inside 
the waistband of tlie trousers. 
The 
handle Is not set on a parallel with the 
blade, as in an ordinary knife, but at 
right angles, like that of a gimlet, 
hence the name. 
This handle 
is 
grasped with the 
blade between the second and 
third 
fingers, the upper part of 
the 
blade 
being drawn down to a shank, so as 
to prevent cutting the 
fingers when 
the blade is so held. 
The blade when 
in position represents merely an ex­ 
tension of the axis of the arm, and is 
no t held at right angles with the arm, 
as the villain 
in the play holds his 
Knife. 
The blade is made of the best razor 
steel, is double-edged 
for 
the lowea 
two-thirds of its length and is as keen 
as a razor. 
It Is not dagger pointed, 
but has the stronger formation of a 
rounding point. 
The blade is 
short, 
but long enough 
to inflict a fatal 
wound, and so strong and keen that it 
will divide a rib under a powerful 
blow, 
or cut through any garment 
like so much paper. 
The peculiar position of the handle 
leaves nothing for an 
adversary 
to 
grasp at except the blade, so that it is 
almost impossible for the 
wielder of 
the knife to be disarmed, the more so 
as the handle curves in at the end, 
giving 
the 
fingers 
a 
better hold 
upon it.

sur veying for the M., K. & E. R. 
R. came acr oss a pick and shovel 
and an old ir on casket lying near 
a 
fr esh 
excavation. 
The 
casket 
had been br oken open and showed 
evidence of having contained valu­ 
ables. 
A company of Spaniar ds voyaged 
over the r iver fr om Kinkade’s for t 
many year s ago. 
They wer e mas­ 
sacr ed by the Indians at Mammoth 
cave on the nor th bluff of the Mis­ 
sour i r iver , two miles below town. 
The Spaniar ds wer e last seen at 
the old Head for k wher e Roche­ 
por t now stands. 
They claimed to 
have left their wagons at Kinkade’s 
landing, now the Boonville 
fer r y 
landing, 
having 
been 
war ned 
against the Indians on the south 
side of the r iver . At the spot wher e 
this par ty is supposed to have been 
killed after bur ying their tr easur e, 


which was r ecover ed almost a year 
ago, have been found, fr om time to 
time, many implements of war and 
a number of 
human 
bones. 
The 
place has long been known as the 
‘ ‘Spanish Gr aveyar d,” and is look­ 
ed upon with super stition by many.
